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The amendment filed on 08/07/2009 will not be entered because the limitation requiring "the cathode compartment having an inlet, an 
outlet", "a carbon source that flows into the cathode compartment inlet" and "a liquid/solid separator connected to the cathode compartment 
outlet" of claim 1 are new issues not previously considered. 

Applicant's argument filed on 08/07/2009 regarding the rejection of claims 1-15, 33 and 39-43 is not persuasive for it is directed to the newly 
added limitation. 

With regarding to the double patenting rejection of claims 1-33 and 35-43 over the claims of US Patent 7,527,770, applicant argued that 
only one terminal disclaimer is needed between two applications with MPEP 1490 cited as support. The argument is not persuasive for the 
section D of MPEP 1490 states that If the provisional ODP rejection is the only rejection remaining in the later-filed application, a terminal 
disclaimer must be required in the later-filed application, before the provisional ODP rejection can be withdran and if the provisional ODP 
rejections in both applications are the only rejections remaining in those applications... A terminal disclaimer must be required in the later- 
filed application before the provisional ODP rejection can be withdrawn. In both scenarios, the MPEP states that a terminal disclaimer must 
be filed for the later filed application, which is application 10/525689 in current situation. Therefore, the double patenting rejection is 
maintained.
